the Churin staff decided to appeal to the Soviet imbassy in China. A petition 
was sent to Mr. Federenko, Charge d'Affaires now in charge of the Rubassy, 

The Churin workers request immediate assistance from the Soviet Government in 
the form of bonuses or loans from the Soviet-owned Far Eastern Bank (Dalbank) 
which has a branch in Mukden oeveseve 


‘At present Churin operates a department store, a barber shop, dairy farm and a 


cafe-restaurant in Mukden. Other Churin enterprises such as brewery, tobacco 
factories, printing plant etc. were taken over by the Chinese authorities.
